Group Urges Schools to 
Explain Communism 
and ‘Other Dictator- 
ships’ to Help Strength- 
en Democracy. 


WASHINGTON, June 8 (AP)— 
Twenty top-flight educators — in- 


o 


cluding Gen. Dwight D. LEisen- 
hower and Harvard President | 
James B. Conant—said today Com- 
munists should be barred from the 


teaching profession. 

They agreed too, that principles 
of Communism should be taught— 
but not advocated — in American 
schools. 

“With the prospect of continu- 
ing ideological conflict before us,” 
they said, “the main lines of strat- 
egy for American education seem 
clear. 

“(1) Young citizens should have 
an opportunity to learn about the 
principles and practices of totali- 
tarianism, including those repre- 
sented by the Soviet Union and 
by the Communist party in the 
United States. 

“Study of such topics should be 
accurate and objective, and should 
make use of basic official docu- 
ments. ... These studies should 
increase civic intelligence with

LOS ANGELES, June 8 (AP)—

In 1924 Warren married Miss 
Sallie Mae Stegall, daughter of 
former United States ‘Representa- 
tive Henry Bascom Stegall of 
Ozark, Ala.

She now 
has remarried and lives in Wash- 
ington, D. C.

Teaching, Not Advocacy. | 

“(2) Teaching about commu- 
nism or any other form of dic- 
tatorship does not mean advocacy 
of these doctrines. Such advo- 
cacy should not be permitted in 
American schools. 

“Rejection of all forms of totali- 
tarianism by American youth is 
more likely to result from the 
Objective exposure of facts in the 
classroom than from a situation 
in which youth, denied an opportu- 
nity to learn about them at school, 
are left to be the prey of propa- 
ganda through out-of-school chan- 
nels. . .. We must at the same 
time, curb reactionary forces 
which would use ‘anti-Communist’ 
as a club to threaten every effort 
to improve society through educa- 
tion. 

“(3) The schools should con- 
tinue with vigor their program 
for giving young citizens a clear 
understanding of the principles of 
the American way of life and a 
desire to make these principles 
prevail in their own lives and in 
the life of the country. . 

Against Reds as Teachers. 

“(4) Members of the Communist 
party pf the United States should 
not be employed as teachers. 

“Such membership . .. involves 
adherence to doctrines and disci- 
pline completely inconsistent with 


American education depends. 
Such memiership, and the ac- 
companying surrender of intellect- 
ual integrity, render an individual 
unfit to discharge the duties of a 
teacher in this country. 

“At the same time we condemn 
the careless, incorrect, and unjust 
use of such words as ‘Red’ and 
‘Communist’ to attack teachers 
end other persons who in point of 
fact are not Communists, but 
merely have different views from 
those of their accusers. The whole 
spirit of free American education 
will be subverted unless teachers 
are free to think for themselves. 
It is because members of the 
Communist party are required to

Investigation to Cover 
Plane Procurement 
Plans, History of Giant 
Bomber. 


WASHINGTON, June 8 (AP)— 
The House authorized by voice 
vote today a board of congres- 
sional investigation of the B-36 
bomber and national strategic air 
power policies. 

The inquiry, urged by Chairman 
Vinson (Dem.), Georgia, of the 
House Armed Services Committee, 
also will cover Air Force plane 
procurement plans, along with the 
history of the giant B-36. 

The investigation was prompted 
by reports, some of them aired on 
the House floor, that top defense 
officials have had personal con- 
nections with Consolidated Vultee 
Aircraft Corp., makers of the B-36, 
and that the firm has received 
large contracts on funds freed by 
canceling orders for other planes. 

Presenting the _ investigation 
resolution to the House, Repre- 
sentative Colmer (Dem.), Missis- 
sippi, said he felt “charges should 
be investigated before they are 
made.” 

“So far as I know,” he added, 
“every one of the charges (in the 
B-36 controversy) is without foun- 
dation.” 

Meantime information from 
various sources indicated the Air 
Force bomber buying program for 
next year includes only the Con- 
solidated Vultee B-36 and _ the 
Boeing B-47.

SPRINGFIELD, Ill, June 8— 
Possible income tax evasion in the 
sale of several hundred new auto- 
mobiles to the State of Illinois, 
and the disposition of used state 
cars, by the Capital City Motors 
Co. of Springfield, headed by A, C. 
(Andy) Burger, St. Louis automo- 
bile dealer and investor, in the 
last years of the Green adminis- 
tration is the subject of an in- 
vestigation by federal agents, the 
Post-Dispatch learned today. 

Agents of the Intelligence Unit 
of the Internal Revenue Bureau 
are reported to be inquiring par- 
ticularly into possible sub-rosa 
cash transactions, or payoffs, in 
the state automobile deals, which 
are said to have exceeded $500,000 
in 1947-48. With used cars selling 
at high prices in those years, 
Capital City Motors is reported to 
have made an average trade-in 
allowance of $550 on late prewar 
model state automobiles taken in 
On new car deals. The same ma- 
chines are reported to have ap- 
peared on used car lots at prices 
of $1200 to $1500 within 30 days 
after they were traded in. 

Many Sold to Jack A. Wolff. 

Many of the used cars were 
turned over for sale to Jack A. 
Wolff, operator of the Top Dollar 
used car lot here. Wolff, who 
sold many 1948 models to Robert 
L. Knetzer, the auto “wizard” of 
Edwardsville, is reported to have 
paid Capital City Motors an aver- 
age profit of $200 on used state 
cars, and in turn to have sold the 
machines to private purchasers at 
a handsome profit to himself. 
Wolff's operations in these deals 
are being investigated, the Post- 
Dispatch learned. 

A federal investigator told the 
Post-Dispatch there was no in- 
vestigation by the Government of 
former state officials, the Gov- 
ernment’s interest being centered 
in the income tax reports of the 
automobile dealers. In 1947 Capital 
City Motors is reported to have 
sold the state 303 Ford machines 
for a total of $428,561. In the 
same period the firm accepted as 
trade-ins 243 used machines, at an 
average allowanee of $550 each. 
Allowances on 1942 Pontiac and 
Nash cars are said to have ranged 
from $450 to $545, and these ma- 
chines later appeared on Top Dol- 
lar used car lots at prices of 
$1000 to $1500, it is reported, 

In 1948 Capital City is said to 
have sold the state 136 new Fords 
at an average price of $1588, which 
was $88 higher per machine than 
the state paid a Chicago firm for 
16 Fords. In 1947 the Chicago 
dealer delivered 68 new Fords to 
the state at an average of $1309 
each, as compared with the Capi- 
tal City average of $1412 per car. 

Firm Dissolved, Restored. 

Records here show that Capital 
City Motors was dissolved last 
Dec. 1, and reincorporated with 
the same directors on Jan. 28.

(AP) — Deputy Prime Minister 
Herbert Morrison served notice 


today that if tae Labor Govern- ® 


ment wins next year’s parliamen- 
tary election it will impose per- 
manent controls on private indus- 
try in Britain. 

An act giving the government 
the same peacetime grip over in- 
dustry and manpower that it held 
during the war expires in 1950. 
Morrison said a re-elected Labor 
Government would pass a “per- 
manent and revised version” of 
the law. 


More Nationalization. 

Morrison outlined to the Labor 
party’s annual conference a pro- 
gram to nationalize six more in- 
dustries if the party gets another 
five-year term in office. The in- 
dustries proposed for state owner- 
ship are meat wholesaling and 
cold storage, sugar refining, ce- 
ment making, most life insurance, 
“all suitable” minerals and water 
supplies. 

Morrison said the new program 
would take Britain “further on the 
road to socialism.” 

“It is an effort to set up the 
collectivist state — a co-operative 
commonwealth of Great Britain— 
consistent with civil liberty and 
individual freedom,” he added in 
moving that the convention ac- 
cept the broad outlines of the plat- 


form embodied in a booklet “Labor | 


Believes in Britain.” 

Speaking with the fervor of an 
evangelist, Morrison received a far 
greater ovation than was given 
even Prime Minister Attlee yester- 
day. Morrison is the party’s politi- 
cal strategist. 

He repeated warnings of other 
government leaders that hard 
times still are ahead for Britain. 

“Wages and salaries must march 
in step with production,” Morri- 
son declared. “Nobody must have 
the illusion that he can get things 
without earning them, that, the 
state is a magical organization 
that gives things away.” 

He declared: “Private industry 
cannot any longer be allowed to 
go just any way. Private industry 
or finance which indulges in anti- 
social conduct will be pulled up 
sharp by a Labor Government.” 


Calls for Unity. 

Morrison spoke as the party got 
down to the real business of its 
conference discussion of its 
platform for the next election. He 
urged the big branches of the 
party to pull together for an all- 
out election effort. He said the 
trade unions promised during yes- 
terday’s secret election-planning 
session to “give us all the help they 
can” with money, but that money 
alone is not enough to win at the 
polls. 

“If we have a high degree of re- 
ligious zeal and public spirit we 
can defeat the Tories (Conserva- 
tives)” he cried. Morrison said 
the “next election will be the fight 
of our lives” but predicted a La- 
borite victory.

LONDON, June 8 (AP)—Prin- 
cess Margaret will make a “pri- 
vate visit” to the United States 
this autumn, a source close to the 
royal family said today. Officially 
Buckingham Palace had no com- 
ment, 

Private sources said the Prin- 
cess would visit Washington, prob- 
ably as the guest of the British 
Ambassador, Sir Oliver Franks. 
She returned last weekend from 
a trip to Italy. 

“The visit is purely private,” 
the source said. “There is no 
question of Princess Margaret 
persuading her father whether 
she may go to the United States.

ATLANTIC CITY, N.J., June 8 
(AP)—The American Medical As- 
sociation announced today it will 
hold a nationai health conference 
this summer to which it will in- 
vite representatives of govern- 
ment, labor, industry and any 
other groups interested in Presi- 
dent Truman’s national health 
program. 

The announcement came with 
submission by the A.M.A. board 
of trustees to the House of Dele- 
gates of an elaboration of the 
medical organization’s 12- point 
program for the‘ advancement of 
medicine and public health. The 
program was announced last 
February. The elaboration will be 
read to the House of Delegates to- 
morrow. 

The board’s statement accomp- 
anying the program said: 

“The American Medical Associ- 
ation is firmly opposed to the 
medical care section of S-1679 
(Senate bill on national health) 
and certain other sections of the 
bill . . . and to any other Dill 
which lodges primary initiative 
and control of medical care in a 
federal bureaucracy; that con- 
tains uniform and compulsory fea- 
tures to be established nationally, 
and imposes a direct federal tax 
on every worker to finance the 
program. 

“Such plans concentrate further 
power in the central government. 
They absorb functions which are 
much better retained at the local 
level, and they greatly increase 
the over-all cost of providing 
health services. Most important, 
existing evidence establishes the 
fact that such plans lead to a 
wide-spread and serious deterior- 
ation of the quality of medical 
care. 

“Government is unable to de- 
liver the services that are prom- 
ised and which would be paid by 
the plan set forth in S-1679; the 
proposal constitutes an extreme 
example of compulsory paternal- 
ism, impossible of practical op- 
eration, and contrary to the prin- 
ciples of American democracy. 

“The council on medical service 
of the American Medical Associa- 
tion is holding conferences with 
co-operatives and various other 
farm and labor groups. As a re- 
sult of these conferences, progress 
is definitely being made.” 

Meanwhile, two leading mem- 
bers of the A.M.A. said today it 
would be absurd to intrepret re- 
strictions on the activities of Dr. 
Morris Fishbein as a softening of 
the organization’s fight against 
compulsory health insurance.

The western informant said 
that in view of the deadlock with- 
in the Council, the best course 
seemed to be the designation of 
special commissioners who could 
attempt to work out technical de- 
tails of a German currency agree- 
ment, arrangements for access to 
Berlin from the western zones, 
and an accord on east-west trade. 

Session in Third Week. 

Now in its third week, the cur- 
rent session of the Council thus 
far has produced only a restate- 
ment of widely divergent Soviet 
and western views on reunifica- 
tion of Germany and the restora. 
tion of a single municipal admin- 
istration for Berlin. 

Russia has demanded a voice 
equal to that of the combined 
three western powers in the con- 
trol of Berlin. 

Under the plan now reported 
being considered, the three west- 
ern delegations would seek ad- 
journment of the Council for at 
least three months. A _ limited 
number of specific issues would 
be submitted to the special deputy 
ministers, for discussion in an in- 
formal manner. 

The deputies would be instruc- 
ted to deal only with definite 
problems such as transport and 
communication between the west» 
ern zones and the western sec- 
tors of Berlin, which are sure 
rounded by Russian-held territory. 
They also would study projects 
for increasing trade between the 
western and Soviet occ-->ation 
zones of Germany. The west 
strongly desires the first, and the 
Russians the latter.

He said 
difficulty in prosecuting molesters 
is encountered because parents re- 
fuse to prosecute for fear of sub- 
jecting children to notoriety. 

‘“Our usual procedure,” he said,

CITY TO SEEK NEW 
RENT AGREEMENTS 
ON BOTTOMS LAND 


Comptroller Says Crop-Shar- 
ing Would Give St. Louis Bet- 
ter Return on Airport Site: 


New rental agreements will be 
sought by Comptroller Milton F. 
Carpenter with farmers using 
land acquired by the city on the 
site of the proposed Columbia 
Bottoms airport, Carpenter said 
yesterday. 

An examination of the existing 
agreements showed that the city 
had collected $11,881 in rentals 
during the last fiscal year while 
paying out $13,867 in interest on 
bonds which had been sold to 
purchase the 4400-acre site, Car- 
penter said. 

The city at present gets about 
$8 an acre in rent, which is not 
paid in years when floodwaters 
destroy crops.

He suggested that on 
the basis of a one-third share the 
city would get $25 to $30 an: acre 
from the crops raised in the fer- 
tile bottom land.

This restriction | 
has prevented the Legislature, in| 
consideration of the pending bill | 
to double the gasoline tax from 
2 to 4 cents a galion, from making | 
a direct allotment of part of the 
revenues to the counties for local 
road purposes. | 

That bill, passed by the House 
and now pending before a Senate 
committee, sets up a new classifi- | 
cation of “state rural roads” and 
authorizes the Highway Commis- | 
sion, which. has complete control 
of the funds, to allocate 1 cent of 
the increase for the construction | 
and maintenance of county roads. | 

The proposed amendment would 
authorize the Legislature to ear-. 
mark gasoline tax revenues in ex- | 
cess of 2 cents a gallon for use on | 
city streets and rural county roads. | 
If passed by the Senate, the pro- 
posal would be submitted to the. 
voters for approval at the 1950. 
general election, or at a special 
election called by the Governor.

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Commodity Credit Corporation’s 
authority to build and lease its 


own storage facilities. 

The announcement was purpose- 
ly delayed until after the close 
of trading on the commodity mar- 
kets to minimize its effect on 
grain prices. 

The immediate objective is to 
help wheat producers in Texas, 
Oklahoma and Kansas where a 
bumper crop and a shortage of 
storage space has forced some 
farmers to sell their wheat as 
much as 50 cents a bushel below 
the Government support price. 

Brannan said those farmers will 
be offered loans of 75 per cent of 
the support price—or about $1.50 
a bushel—on wheat now hying on 
the ground or stored in temporary 
shelters. 

Funds for Storage Facilities. 

In addition, the Government will 
lend farmers up to 85 per cent of 
the cost of new on-the-farm stor- 
age bins to be repaid over a five- 
year period. Also, the Govern- 
ment will increase its own storage 
capacity by another 50,000,000 
bushels. 

Earlier, the Agriculture Depart- 
ment notified its field agents to 
get ready for a tentative nation- 
wide referendum July 23 on wheth- 
er wheat farmers are willing to 
accept acreage and marketing 
quotas next year in return for fed- 
eral price guarantees. 

Brannan has estimated it may 
be necessary to limit total wheat 
production next year to one bil- 
lion bushels—a cut of 23 per cent 
—if this year’s crop turns out as 
well as expected. 

Unless two-thirds of the wheat 
producers vote to accept controls, 
the support price automatically 
will drop 50 per cent of parity. If 
they agree to controls, the price 
floor will be at least 72 per cent 
of parity. Wheat now is support- 
ed at 90 per cent of parity. 

90-Day Limit on Construction. 

Brannan said the new “distress” 
loans will be granted with the un- 
derstanding that farmers. will 
build approved storage bins for 
the wheat within 90 days. It then 
will be placed under a regular 
loan and the farmers will get the 
other 25 per cent of the support 
price. 

If the grain should spoil while 
the bins are being constructed, the 
Government would absorb the loss. 

The loans for construction of 
new on-the-farm storage bins 
would be repayable over five years 
at 4 per cent interest. Payments 
could be put off, however, in bad 
crop years. 

Brannan said the Government 
does not plan at this time to offer 
financial aid to commercial con- 
cerns or farmer co-operatives for 
building elevator-type storage. 

Brannan called a June 10 con- 
ference with manufacturers and 
suppliers to seek aid in rushing 
materials to farming areas for 
building storage facilities. 


DEWEYS RECEIVED 
BY POPE PIUS IN 
PRIVATE AUDIENCE 


VATICAN CITY, June 8 (UP)— 
Gov. and Mrs. Thomas E. Dewey 
of New York were received by 
Pope Pius XII today for a five- 
minute private audience in the 
Pope’s private library. 

The Governor’s day included 
luncheon with Italian Foreign 
Minister Count Carlo Sforza and 
a dinner in Dewey’s honor tonight 
at the home of American Ambassa- 
dor James C. Dunn. 

Dewey, on a tour of Europe, 
already has conferred with Italian 
Premier Alcide de Gasperi. They 
discussed Italy’s economic prob- 
lems and her interests in North 
Africa for an hour yesterday. 

“The people of America have a 
profound respect for Mr. De Gas- 
peri and for his notable efforts on 
behalf of Italy,” Dewey said. “We 
discussed the important and well- 
justified interests of Italy in North 
Africa and the Economic progress 
of the Italian people.” 

De Gasperi expressed his thanks 
for Dewey's “words of sympathy 
in regard to Italy on various occa- 
sions, especially in support of 
Italian colonial aspirations and of 
Italy's foreign policy.” 

Before his conference with De 
Gasperi, Dewey went on a sight- 
seeing tour in Rome. Police who 
accompanied him prevented pho- 
tographers from taking pictures.

International Tensions,” by an 
Educational Policies Commission 
set up by the National Education 
‘Association and the American As- 
sociation of School Administra- 
tors. Its membership includes 
John I. Bracken, superintendent 
of schools at Clayton, Mo. 

The commission was assigned to 
study the teaching changes that 
might be advisable in view of po- 
litical tensions that may “keep the 
world in a state of cold war for 
years to come.” 

The charge that Communist 
membership “renders an individ- 
ual unfit to discharge the duties 
of a teacher in this country” was 
described by a National Education 
Association official as the most 
outspoken statement on that sub- 
ject ever made by an education 
| group of nation-wide standing. 
Job “Not Always Easy.” 

| The commission said that “in 
| the years just ahead it will not 
|always be easy to teach such 
| things” as responsible action re- 
|garding international commit- 
ments, or the fact that it is 
“deeply patriotic to attempt to 


| protect one’s country from the 


| calamities of war.” 

| “There are individuals and or- 
ganizations in the United States 
| that appear to believe that to 
teach young people about any 
other country—especially anything 
favorable about any other coun- 
try—is somehow disloyal, or at 
least naive,” the commission said. 

“Textbooks and teaching aids 
containing such materials run the 
risk of being banned from the 
classroom and the schoo] library. 

“Yet, if the schools fail to pro- 
| vide such instruction, the educa- 
| tion of American youth will be in- 
_complete to the point of national 
danger.” . 

Obligation of Free Men. 

At another point the commis- 
| sion said: 
| “The citizen of a totalitarian 
regime, accepting a creed that 
makes pretensions to absolute 
truth, is spared much of the bur- 
den of self-responsibility and the 
effort of decision - making. He 
does not enjoy the liberty of 
doubting or suffer the pains of in- 
decision. The free man, on the 
| other hand, cannot escape the 
task of maintaining an accepta- 
| ble degree of congruence between 
his conscience and his actions. 

“The psychological tensions will 
| be most evident as expressed in 
such symptoms as public suscepti- 
bility to propaganda and dema- 
goguery, spread of prejudice, 
scape-goating, witch-hunting, and 
the prevalence of crime, divorce 
‘and mental illness. Irresponsible 
| persons can be counted on to try 
to exploit the situation with self- 
ish or malicious intent by promot- 
ing divisive activities that will 
| further accentuate the tensions. 
| “Forces such as these tend to 
'sap the nation’s strength... .” 
| Contrast in Way of Life. 
| The esmmission drew another 
| sharp contrast between the citizen 
‘of the totalitarian state and the 
| free man to emphasize the greater 
need for intelligence and judgment 
in a democracy. 

“In the delicately balanced situ- 
-ation which now exists,” it said, 
'“the representatives of a democ- 
‘racy can be placed at a great 
‘disadvantage. Let us picture two 
men playing a game of cards. 
One of them sits alone, studying 
| the situation as the game unfolds 
—silent, cautious, deliberate, with 
his cards carefully concealed. 

“The second player is_ sur- 
rounded by a vast throng. Some 
people are urging him to play 
recklessly; others demand that he 
be more cautious. All of them 
study the hand he is holding. All 
these people are eager to help; 
their advice flows freely. They 
discuss the worth of his cards in 
loud and excited tones. Further- 
more, the second player is fre- 
quently asked to tell the crowd, 
in the presence of the other play- 
er, why he played a particular 
card as he did. On all major de- 
cisions of the play, he must secure 


the advice and consent of: two- 
thirds of a group elected to repre- 
sent the people in the room. Not 
all of these representatives, by the 
way, are in office because of their 
superior knowledge of the game. 
“It is somewhat in the position 
of the second man that the United 
States Government or any other 
democracy finds itself in the con- 
duct of its foreign affairs. Since 
the people mustand should advise 
on all major decisions, it is of 
the utmost importance that all 
the people be given as fully as 
possible the information necessary 
for sound judgments.” 

tress on Democracy. 
The commission recommended 
that, besides teaching students the 
facts about Communism, Ameri- 
can schools also should lay heavy 
stress on democracy. 

“There is no better way to pre- 
vent the spread of Communism 
and other forms of dictatorship,” 
it said, “than to show the people 
that they can achieve a maximum 
of freedom, justice, and well-being 
by actively supporting and improv- 
ing American democracy. 

“Amelioration of economic in- 
justice, pyschological insecurity, 
racial discrimination, substandard 
housing. and other evils that beset 
us will produce a soil in which 
the seeds of Communism cannot 
thrive,” 

The commission recommended 
that each state set up an “ad- 
visory committee on education 
and national security” to review 
school programs and make them 
“more fully effective in the cur- 
rent crisis.” 

Recommendation on Study. 

The commission recommended 
that students be taught: 

1. More than is currently taught 


the world.

2. Greater geographical under- 
standing. 
3. Cultural, social and economic 
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international relationships. 
4. Current affairs—but in an im- 


partial manner, guarded against 
special pleadings. 

5. Activities and problems of the 
United Nations and its agencies, 
along with the various proposals 
for world government. 

6. Ethical principles “common to 
all our religions,” to avoid bigotry 


and to defend the privilege of re- 
ligious freedom. 

The commission recommended | 
that schools and colleges guide in- | 
creasing numbers of able young 
people into public administration, 
social psychology, foreign service, 
teaching, educational administra- 
tion, social work and the social 
sciences in general.

CRUDE URANIUM 
NOT WAR MATERIAL, 
U.S. COURT HOLDS 


FRANKFURT, Germany, June 
8 (AP)—A United States military 
government court ruled today that 
uranium in its natural state is not 
necessarily a war material. The 
court acquitted nine Germans on 
charges of possessing war ma- 
terial—namely a 2300-gram block 
of uranium (about five pounds.) 


Uranium is processed to make 
atomic bombs. Judge Fred G. 
Cohn of Raleigh, N. C., said that 
if uranium in its natural state was 


‘|}@ War material then the same 


would be true of all materials that 
could be used for making weap- 
ons. 

“If the element uranium is 
deemed to be a war material, 


there must be legislation to that 
effect,” he said. 

The nine had admitted trying 
to sell the uranium to eae United 
States Army agent. Possession, 
transportation and sale of war 
materials are barred by military 
government ordinances. 


Judge Cohn said the uranium 
block was one of “many” thrown 
in a stream at Garmisch-Parten- 
kirchen by German scientists 
when Germany surrendered. It 
had been used in nuclear fission 
experiments at the Kaiser Wil- 
helm Institute in Wuerttemberg. 

The block was found by a child 
playing near the stream.

Manager Is Welcome 


To Job of Picking ’Em. 

OFMANN isn’t the only man 
H wining to let the manager 

tackle the difficult job of 
selecting his pitchers, deciding 
who can pitch and who can’t. 
It always has struck us, after 
many training camp years, that 
selecting a staff from 20 candi- 
dates is the most difficult task 
for the manager. 

If pitchers wore numbers on 
their backs and the manager had 
to rate them solely on what they 
showed in spring games, there’d 
be a big turnover in pitching 
manpower each year and there’d 
be many serious mistakes. 

Dutch Leonard is a good 
pitcher. He’s aging, but that 
hasn’t anything to do with the 
point. In spring camps no 
pitcher ever is batted harder 
than Leonard, in the early 
weeks. At Clearwater, Fla., two 
years ago, Dutch pitched against 
the Cardinals. He walked half 
a dozen and was pounded for 
seven or eight runs in a few in- 
nings. 

Ben Chapman, however, knew 
Leonard. He knew Dutch had 
to pitch and pitch and pitch, to 
gain the control that a knuckle 
ball pitcher must have. And 
when the season opened, Dutch 
had it. 

Young pitchers fool you in the 
spring, too. They show a fast 
ball that bothers the batters, 
whose eyes haven’t been tuned 
to speed. But dozens of fine 
looking pitchers of March are 
back in the minors by May. And 
many who survive the training 
period, fade quickly after the 
real test against big league hit- 
ters, with the championship 
chips at stake.

Common to all three proposals is 
a change in the operation of the 
emergency boards which the Presi- 
dent may appoint when a strike or 
lockout threatens a national emer- 
gency. These boards, under the 
Taft-Hartley Act, can only report 
on the facts at issue. All the pro- 
posals now being considered would 
empower emergency boards to 
recommend terms of settlement, 
thereby bringing the force of pub- 
lic opinion to bear on the dis- 
putants. 

Ives likes neither the injunction 
nor seizure. He would have the law 
provide that whenever a national 
emergency strike or lockout occurs 
the President should immediately 
report the facts and his recom- 
mendations to Congress for its 
consideration and appropriate ac- 
tion. This would be done even if it 
meant calling a special session. 

“The whole purpose of any na- 
tional emergency provision,” Ives 
told the Post-Dispatch, “is to get 
the people back to work or keep 
them at work. The injunction isn’t 
the way to do it, because workers 
resent injunctions, and it makes 
them less willing to settle their 
differences. 

“The President can report im- 
mediately to Congress, and Con- 
gress then can pass ad hoc legis- 
lation (legislation which would 
apply only to the specific contro-

ISSOURI is rapidly becoming 
a so-called “welfare state,” 
outstripping most other states 
in the nation in expenditures for 
public welfare programs, princi- 
pally for old-age pensions, the Mis- 
souri Public Expenditure Survey 
declared in a letter to Legislators 


The taxpayers’ organization re- 


reau survey on state finances 
showed that the per capita ex- 
penditures for public welfare in 
Missouri last year was $16.91, or 
more than one and a half times 
as great as the national average 
of $11.24. 

The figures show, it was stated, 
that Missouri spent 42 per cent of 
its operational funds for public 
assistance, or twice the average 
for the 48 states. 


The survey charged that Mis- 
souri is in the vanguard of “wel- 
fare states” largely because of its 
rapidly expanding old-age pension 
program. A pending appropria- 
tion bill proposes a record ap- 
propriation of $172,000,000 for _wel- 
fare purposes during the 1949-51 
biennium, beginning July 1, of 
which $140,000,000 or more than 
80 per cent, is for old-age assist- 
ance. 


The proposed welfare allotments 
represent an increase of $33,000,- 
000, or 24 per cent, over the public 
aid costs for the current two-year 
period. 

Ten years ago Missouri’s wel- 
fare programs cost $51,550,000, or 
less than one-third the proposed 
outlay for the next two years. 
The 1939-40 allotments for old-age 
pensions amounted to $35,000,000, 
as compared to $140,000,000 in the 
new budget. 

Although the pension and the 
dependent children aid programs 
have been steadily advanced in 
the last 10 years, the state’s gen- 
eral relief allotments have re- 
mained virtually the same.

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Poor Senate Timing 


It is unfortunate that the Senate has not made 
the’ Atlantic treaty its first order of business. 
From Paris, Secretary Acheson has urged prompt 
action. Instead, the Senate is considering the 
highly controversial subject of labor legislation, 
on which debate may stretch out for a long time. 
Meantime, by a vote of 13-to-0, the Foreign Re- 
lations Committee has approved the treaty as 
the best way to avoid World War III, so it 
is all ready for consideration and ratification on 
the floor. 

Here is an obvious opportunity for the Senate 
to gear its action to the needs of the country’s 
foreign policy. If the Senate should promptly 
and decisively ratify the pact, it would greatly 
strengthen Secretary Acheson’s hand at the Big 
Four conference in Paris. It would further ce- 
ment the growing solidarity among Britain, 
France and the United States. And, by the same 
token, it would have an adverse effect on Soviet 
Russia. 

No doubt there are inspired whisperings in 
Paris that the Senate may kill the Atlantic Pact 
as another Senate killed the League of Nations. 
But there is no foundation for such gossip. In- 
stead, there is every likelihood that the treaty 
will be approved by a large majority when it 
comes to a vote. Why not, then, take advantage 
of the Paris situation by bringing it to a vote 
promptly? 

There will, of course, be some opposition in 
the Senate and we regret to say that much of it 
will be furnished by Forrest Donnell of Missouri. 
We think Senator Donnell should have his say at 
the earliest possible moment. He will contend 
that the treaty impairs the right of Congress to 
declare war. He will base his argument on con- 
stitutional grounds. 

It may as well be admitted by senatorial pro- 
ponents that the Atlantic treaty does obligate the 
United States to go to the defense, with armed 
force, if necessary, of any of the signatory na- 
tions which may be attacked. Why blink the 
fact? Like the Truman Doctrine, the treaty is 
designed, as everyone knows, to discourage and 
prevent Russian aggression. With or without a 
treaty, an invasion of Western Europe by the 
Soviet Union would involve the United States in 
war. 

The value of the treaty is to serve direct no- 
tice on Russia that we would enter such a war, 
and to assure Western Europe that our help 
would be forthcoming. Since force or the prom- 
ise of force is a language well understood in 
Moscow, the treaty is designed to maintain the 
peace. Gen. Marshall, in advocating the Atlan- 
tic treaty, says the Marshall plan is not enough 
to assure the security of Western Europe. 

The constitutional right of Congress to declare 
war is, actually, largely academic. Congress 
does not conduct day-by-day American foreign 
policy. That is done by the President and the 
State Department. In exercise of this authority, 
the President and the State Department can so 
commit the honor of the country that a declara- 
tion of war by Congress must automatically en- 
sue. That is what happened when war was de- 
clared on Germany in 1917. Congress merely 
gave formal ratification to the decision made by 
Woodrow Wilson. 

Senator Donnell may boggle at all this if he 
will, but he cannot change the realities of our 
international relations. All of his legalisms will 
not alter the fact that we are in the midst of a 
cold war with Russia and, under certain circum- 
stances, the cold war could become a hot war. 
The Atlantic Pact will make a hot war less likely 
and, therefore, it should and will be ratified. 

Senator Connally suggests that, if the labor 
debate drags out, he wili move to lay it aside for 
consideration of the treaty. It would be better 
if he, Majority Leader Lucas and the President 
should throw their influence in favor of imme- 
diate consideration. 
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Start Toward District Rule 


A few days ago it was said by one of the 
Truman Administration leaders that the Kefau- 
ver home rule bill for the District of Columbia 
had little chance of passage this session. That 
apparently was the. signal for action in the 
Senate. The Dill has now been passed by a 
voice vote, with a 49-27 roll call rejecting the 
Eastland-Johnston amendment for racial segre- 
gation. 

Under this measure, District of Columbia 
residents would be qualified to vote in choosing 
a city council and a school board. It would not 
grant a vote for President or Senator or Repre- 
sentative, but it would be a step in that direc- 
tion. Another provision would group the scat- 
tered District agencies into 12 major depart- 
ments directed by a city manager. 

Congress still would pass on proposals raised 
by the new city council. While it would seem 
better to ask for and get more in the way of 
home rule, a sure half loaf is much better than 
none. The District of Columbia has been a 
black spot in municipal administration long 
enough. 

The main thing is to get a start made. If 
the House wants to vote more than the Senate 
voted, well and good. If not, the least it 
should do is to concur in the Senate measure. 
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Hope for Justice in Illinois 

There are at least a few signs to suggest that 
Illinois courts will show more respect for con- 
stitutional rights in the future than they have 
in the past. For example, Chief Justice William 
J. Fulton of the state’s highest tribunal says 
that this bench might have to revise the rules 
for procedure in the state’s courts. 

That admission came after the latest man- 
date from the United States Supreme Court. 
With the agreement of all of his associates, 
Chief Justice Vinson had on Monday sent eight 
cases back for proper handling in the Illinois 
courts. In each of these, a prisoner asserted 
that he had been convicted in violation of con- 
stitutional guarantees. Chief Justice Vinson, in 
effect, gave Illinois a.chance to show whether or 
not it was refusing proper reviews of such cases. 

That such has been the practice was admit- 
ted at least in part by Chief Justice Fulton. Ap- 
peals for writs of habeas corpus were sometimes 
denied in the past, he said, because they “would 
open up the penitentiaries and give almost every- 
body a free ride back to the trial court to get 
a rehearing. It may be possible that prisoners 
are entitled to a little more than we have given 
them under our strict rules.” 

That at least some Illinois legislators share 
the latter opinion is indicated by the fact that 
the State Senate’s Judiciary Committee approved 
a post-conviction procedure bill introduced by 
Senator Barry. So far as the state is concerned, 
the ultimate answer will not be forthcoming un- 
til after Sept. 12, the date on which its Supreme 
Court will again convene. That court will have 
the last word, subject only to the mandate of 
the United States Supreme Court. And the Jus- 


tices in Washington have left little doubt about 
where they stand. 

It is time for Illinois to acknowledge that even 
those who have been confined in its prisons have 
the right to be heard when they assert that 
they were convicted in violation of the guaran- 
tees of the Constitution of the United States. 
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Civilian Atom Control Is eee 

Even before the current investigation of the 
Atomic Energy Commission got under way, the 
air was thick with reports that there were bigger 
issues behind the affair than appeared in the 
charges of Senator Hickenlooper. One of these 
reports was that the investigation was meant to 
be just the first part of an effort to return 
atomic control to the military. This has now 
been brought out into the open, and the atms- 
phere has been considerably cleared. 

Chairman McMahon asked Defense Secretary 
Johnson whether the armed services were trying 
to regain their grip on matters atomic. And 
Secretary Johnson plainly answered that “the 
military establishment has not attempted, and 
will not attempt, to take atomic energy away 
from civilian control.” 

It must be that way. The question of civilian 
or military control was settled in 1946 when 
Congress rejected the May-Johnson bill, “writ- 
ten in the Pentagon,” and adopted the McMahon 
bill instead. Further, the decision in favor of 
civilian control was reaffirmed in the ultimate 
confirmation of David Lilienthal as first chair- 
man of the AEC. Military control of anything as 
important as atomic energy simply is not con- 
sistent with democracy. 

There are those, however, who never were 
satisfied with this decision. And they are not 
all soldiers, Certain industrial and private 
power interests have been fearful from the start 
about the eventual] application of atomic energy 
to peaceful purposes under a civilian commis- 
sion. Representative Clare Boothe Luce ex- 
pressed those fears when she said that adoption 
of the McMahon bill might lead to the “sociali- 
zation” of atomic energy. 

From present indications, that issue will not 
have to be faced for a long time. It is clearer 
than ever that atomic energy cannot be en- 
trusted to private hands in the present phase of 
the world situation. Nor can it be returned to 
soldiers who might not be above seeking private 
support to further their ambitions. 

The decisions of 1946 must stand. It is heart- 
ening to know that Secretary Johnson means to 
exert his full powers to make it stand. 
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Our Inventive Inventors 

Necessity is not the only mother of invention. 
This can reasonably be inferred from the first 
International Inventors Exposition, in New York 
City. Apparently inventors sometimes invent 
out of sheer luxury. And so among the nearly 
400 new inventions on display in Grand Central 
Palace are a car with three wheels which will go 
100 miles an hour on compressed air; a type- 
writer on which a complete musical composition 
can be written; and an umbrella with a lighted 
tip. 

We won’t pretend not to be impressed with 
these accomplishments, for they are impressive, 
each in its own way, even if all they are impres- 
sive of is the tireless inventiveness of our 
species. 

Frankly, we would be more favorably im- 
pressed with a car which no one could use to 
endanger his own life or anyone else’s, whether 
it ran on compressed air or congealed stardust. 

We would be deeply impressed by a musical 
typewriter on which no manufacturer of popular 
tunes could turn out anything stolen from 
Tschaikowsky or Puccini or Chopin. And we 
would be impressed speechless by an umbrella, 
lighted or totally unelectrified, which the fair 
feminine hand could not wield with airy hazard 
to every passerby. 
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Washington’s Honorary Degrees 

The granting of honorary degrees by American 
universities has often been tainted by the award 
of doctorates to men who lack both scholarship 
and distinction, but who can merely write checks 
in large amounts for the endowment fund. It is 
refreshing, therefore, to find Washington Uni- 
versity exercising so fastidious a choice in con- 
ferring five doctorates this year. 

For many years, Dr. Vilray Blair has been one 
of the city’s most distinguished citizens. A 
father of plastic surgery, his operations have 
saved many persons from the tragedy of disfig- 
urement, and his consummate skill has been 
communicated to many other surgeons. Jus- 
tice Wiley B. Rutledge, the beloved former dean 
of Washington University Law School, continues 
the Holmes-Brandeis tradition on the United 
States Supreme Court. 

Turning from surgery and law, Washington 
University honors Paul G. Hoffman, an indus- 
trialist whose combined practicality and vision 
made him a perfect choice for the historic task 
of rebuilding war-ridden Europe. Phil M. Don- 
nelly displayed character, courage and ability as 
Governor of Missouri and, though this news- 
paper disagreed with some of his major deci- 
sions, it always recognized his possession of 
these basic qualities. 

Despite the fact that cartoonists have had a 


| profound impact upon men and affairs, it is un- 


usual for one to receive the kind of recognition 
conferred upon Fitzpatrick of the Post-Dispatch. 
He is a modern counterpart of Hogarth of Eng- 
land, Daumier of France, of Thomas Nast and 
Homer Davenport, of Robert Minor and Board- 
man Robinson.

Dispatch for 36 years, Mr. Fitzpatrick is a 
mighty voice on that great and liberal paper. 
His drawings, classics from the standpoint of 
the artist, are graphic editorials. His pas- 
sion for justice and his instinctive intol- 
erance of self-interest and bigotry are a 
testament of the American tradition of cour- 
ageous democracy. With a permeating sense 
of the moral omarion, of citizenship and a 
razor-edged humor, Mr. Fitzpatrick speaks 
eloquently for a better community and for a 
better world—a fighting prophet in the mold 
of the Old Testament, and with honor in 
his own country.

The Absolute Weapon or Not? 


The Mirror

America thinks the atomic bomb is unbeatable and has come to 
rely on it as a trump, historian says; Russia thinks it isn't and 
of therefore counts the price of international control too high; so atti- 
tudes have hardened, and the hope and horror of 1945 has faded.

When an Air Force bomber landed after 
the first nonstop circumnavigation of the 
globe, Lt. Gen. Curtis E. LeMay, chief of 
the Strategic Air Command, proclaimed 
that the United States could now “deliver 
the atom bomb to any part of the world 
where it may be required.” The statement 
was probably inex- 
act; it certainly was 
grossly impolitic. But 
it did demonstrate 
how far, as a nation, 
we have come since 
1945 when we first 
contemplated the 
horror which our 
scientists had incred- 
ibly placed in our 
hands. 

In those days, be- 
tween the actuality of 
the atomic bomb and 
the realization that no 
invention with such 
vast potentialities Blackett 
could ever simply be undone, we were stag- 
gered alternately by excitement and dismay. 
The sole “hope of civilization,” as President 
Truman put. it, seemed to lie in some kind 
of “international arrangements looking, if 
possible, to the renunciation” of the weapon 
while “encouraging the use of atomic en- 
ergy ... toward peaceful and humanitari- 
an ends.” Millions of Americans agreed 
passionately. Three and a half years later 
a high officer could announce bluntly that 
the United States was now ready to deliver 
atom bombs wherever “required.” 


It Has Become Accepted 


Something very serious has happened in 
these last three and a half years. The 
atom bomb, which seemed in 1945 a hor- 
ror that had to be confined and controlled, 
has entered into our political and strategic 
calculations, achieved acceptance in our 
minds, and become almost a common- 
place of international relations. 

To lay it solely to Russia seems insuffici- 
ent. The Soviet Union has certainly been ob- 
stinate and its logic is peculiar. The United 
Nations Atomic Energy Commission, how- 
ever, did more than indict Soviet stupidity 
and recalcitrance in its report of May 17, 
1948: “The commission has been forced to 
recognize that agreement on effective meas- 
ures for the control of atomic energy is it- 
self dependent on broader fields of policy,” 
fields beyond the commission’s competence. 
This was at least a tacit admission of what 
some had long suspected—that the bases on 
which the UN control plan had been erected 
were fundamentally faulty, that they did 
not correspond to the actual] political and 
military factors involved in the problem. 


How the Russians See It 


The question is already before us wheth- 
er a new way of dealing with the problem 
must not be sought. And at this moment 
P.M.S. Blackett’s “Fear, War and the 
Bomb” is dropped into the stew, with a 
very considerable splash. 


The Blackett thesis can, I think, be fairly 
resolved into four propositions. 


1. The atomic bomb is not an “absolute 


weapon.” It is a super-bomb of frightful 


potentialities, but would not necessarily be 
any more decisive than “conventional” 
bombs 

2. The dropping of the bomb did not pro- 
duce the defeat of Japan. Moreover, it was 
not even intended to. The bomb was dropped 
upon an already defeated nation for politi- 
cal reasons—to forestall the Russians. 


3. There was nothing “generous” about 
the Lilienthal-Baruch-United Nations con- 
trol plan. Through all its preliminary 
stages the plan offered Russia nothing in 
return for opening its economy to inspec- 
tion and possible espionage, and there was 
no certain guarantee that the United States 
might not welsh and retain its stock of 
bombs after having rendered it impossi- 
ble for Russia to produce any. 


4. Even if the plan did succeed in abol- 
ishing the atomic weapon, it would leave 
an international authority dominated by 
powers hostile to the Soviet system in abso- 
lute control of atomic energy for industrial 
use. 


Prof. Blackett has given us the Russian 
case. It is impossible to accept many of 
its implications, but it is equally impossi- 
ble to deny that this is the Russian case, 
proceeding logically from its own assump- 
tions. It is a case which the Lilienthal-Ba- 
ruch-UN plan was never designed to meet, 
and so long as the Soviet policy-makers 
continue to believe its assumptions, it is 
one for which that plan cannot afford an 
answer. 


The Root of Disagreement 


Whether the bomb is or is not an “ab- 
solute weapon” nobody knows. But if the 
Russians think it is not, no control scheme 
resting on the opposite assumption is like- 
ly to have much chance. 


The idea that the bomb was so over- 
powering that it might force an end of all 
war and lead to an international society 
of consent was certainly not absent from 
American thought at the time. The authors 
of the UN plan were scarcely so naive as 
this, but. they were inclined to dismiss the 
inevitable Russian objections on the ground 
that Russia's own interest in securing some 
control of the horror would bring the Krem- 
lin around in due course. This has not 
happened. The Russians simply did not ac- 
cept the most basic assumption underlying 
the control plan. 


If this were all, one might ask simply 
for a new start. Unfortunately it is not 
all, for history is never static. As the Rus- 
sians hardened in their refusal to accept 
the bomb as an “absolute weapon” which 
must be controlled at all cost, the Ameri- 
cans began imperceptibly to receive it into 
their thought as a practical instrument of 
power which perhaps should not even be 
controlled at all. 


Senators Might Hesitate 


If the Kremlin should, improbably, re- 
verse its stand tomorrow and accept the 
UN plan lock, stock and barrel, it seems 
to me at least doubtful whether American 
opinion and particularly the Senate would 
be in any hurry to agree. For the whole 
situation has passed far beyond the moods 
of 1946. In the actual power balance of 
today the bomb has become the trump 
card, almost the only card, in the Ameri- 
can hand, 

So we have come to an uneasy balance 
perched upon the atom. The Russians are 
restrained by an atomic threat which they 
could not certainly ward off; we are re- 
strained by the threat of the Soviet ground 
divisions which we could not certainly keep 
out of western Europe. The UN control 
plan has little relevance to this grim situa- 
tion; certainly the Russian counterplan 
(as Biackett inferentially admits) has none, 
and one is inclined to believe that no plan 
of control is possible until better political 
foundations for it are discovered, 

We have a aind of balance of power 
now that is sufficiently revolting in its im- 
plications. If it ever breaks down, an ap- 
palling savagery might be released upon 


‘the world. But it may endure for a con- 


siderable time; it may even endure until 
the rebuilding of a strong western Europe 
relieves the pressure and does make possi- 
ble the political solutions which may per- 
mit the control of the atomic terror.

HE celebration of the second anniversary. of the Harvard speech, 
in which Secretary Marshall suggested the European Recovery 
Program, comes at a time when in western Europe, the United 
States, and indeed almost everywhere, trade is declining, profits 
falling, and unemployment is rising. 


is every reason 
to think that the

For then the 
question was 
how by a revival Marshal. 
of production and with American 
aid, the general standard of life 
could be rafsed from the low level 
to which it had been brought down 
by the war. But now, with produc- 
tion in Western Europe on the 
whole above prewar and with 
American aid beginning to taper 
off, the question is how the exist- 
ing European standard of life can 
be maintained. Though it is still 
very low, there is little prospect 
that in the near future it can be 
improved. There is the grave 
question whether it will not have 
to fall. 


Europe’s Vast Loss. 


Though it is quite true that but 
for the Marshall plan conditions 
would be much worse than they 
are, there is little ground for com- 
placency and _ self-congratulation. 
The problem of European recovery 
is manifestly deeper and more 
stubborn than most of the oper- 
ators of the Marshall plan real- 
ized, than any were willing to ad- 
mit publicly. 

The economic exhaustion of 
Western Europe has been greater 
than the official estimates al- 
lowed, and the disruption of the 
channels of trade and of the 
media of exchange has been such 
that only by extremely artificial, 
and therefore quite temporary de- 
vices, has a moderate volume of 
trade been restored.

Thus, they 
will threaten to take their football and go home if they can’t 
be captain. Even during the teens, it is sometimes difficult to 
teach them to submerge their own desire for the spotlight in 
the interest of the entire team’s welfare.

MARRIAGE is a team-work proposition. But if the hus- 
band or wife is emotionally a 10-year-old, then we see selfish 
grandstanding. Such a juvenile man will refuse to let his wife 
run around at night, though he demands that privilege. For 
he childishly thinks he is above the rules of the game. A spoiled 
wife, too, may threaten to go home to mamma if she cannot 
get her own way at all times. Divorces are often simply monu- 
ments to emotional juvenility on the part of one or both mem- 
bers of the marriage. 

Adults who remain mental children are called feebleminded 
and if too incompetent, are placed in public institutions. Per- 
haps the time may come when in some manner we can brand 
our emotional incompetents in similar fashion, thus warning 
society of their juvenile grandstanding and refusal to cooperate 
in adult team-work style.

WE SPENT all day Monday in 
the Human Rights Commission 
trying to get some work done on 
methods of making those states 
who sign and ratify the covenant 
to live up to their agreement. 

First, we held a committee ses- 
sion on communications so that 
we could bring a report to the 
commission, but the point to be 
voted on had not been 24 hours 
under consideration and it became 
a new point. So, we had to wait 
until yesterday morning. The So- 
viet delegate felt he needed 24 
hours to consider this motion, 
which necessitated a meeting just 
to take this vote. 

Then in the full commission we 


started to find some way of work- 
ing on the various papers that are 
before us and must be considered. 
After innumerable speeches, we 
finally got one vote on the prin- 
ciple, to which practically every- 
body agreed, that states should 
have the right to complain against 
violations of human rights. 

We could not bring to a vote, 
however, the decision of whether 
petitions by organizations and in- 
dividuals should be accepted. The 
reason for this was because the 
secretariat has been unable to pro- 
duce a document in French, as 
well as in English, and the Soviet 
delegate objected, as was his right. 


'Any delegate may ask that the 


vote be held over until the trans- 
lation in both working languages 
is before them. We came to an 
agreement that this vote should be 
taken without further discussion 
before lunch. 


* 7 * 

THESE EFFORTS at delay on 
the part of the Russian delegate 
make one feel that perhaps now 
that our time grows short he is 
not over anxious to see Us accom- 
plish any real results. I should 
think it would be to the advan- 
tage of his country, as well as our 
own, to have something definite 
circulated to governments on 
which his country can express it- 
self. Evidently, however, it is 
easier to say that it was impos- 
sible to do anything. 

Therefore, many things, which 
might easily move, prove to be 
absolutely impossible to accom- 
plish withi any speed. 

Everyone is aware of the fact 
that we have only two weeks 
more of actual work and there are 
still well over half of the artitles 
of the covenant to pass, besides 
consideration of one or two new 
articles and the completion of a 
tentative report on methods of im- 
plementation.

South led dummy’s singleton dia- 
mond, won with the ace, and led 
the club seven. West ducked and 
the king held. Now, on a club re- 
turn, East won and shifted to the 
five of spades. South put up the 
queen, West covered, and the ace 
won. South ruffed a club, ruffed 
a diamond in dummy, then ruffed 
another club and cashed his high 
trumps. The heart ace was his 
tenth trick. 

The failure to reach a game 
contract in this case was attrib- 
utable to North’s pass over one 
diamond. His hand clearly justi- 
fied a one-heart overcall. South 
could not be blamed for feeling 
that he had done his full part 
when he came in, vulnerable, at 
the two-level; from his point of 
view, North’s raise to three spades 
might be nothing but a competi- 
tive action.

HOSE who cook beets because 
T they like them appreciate their 

beauty and the sparkle they 
add to meals. Besides, their nat- 
ural sweet flavor and interesting 
texture, their year-round availabil- 
ity and economy are all in their 
favor and it seems would rate 
them high on the list of popular 
vegetables. But beets are not 
highly esteemed, generally speak- 

ing. 


We who cook and serve them 
are responsible. Confirm this by 
asking those who seldom eat beets 
and you'll find out why they don’t 
choose them oftener. Their an- 
swer perhaps will be similar to one 
I heard a few weeks ago from a 
Chinese visitor who had learned 
some English and a few of our 
.|Slang expresgions. She seid the 
only cooked vegetable she could 
get at our restaurants besides po- 
tatoes was Harvard Beets which 
were attractive but undesirable be- 
cause of that abominable gooey 
sauce on them. 

This criticism is harsh, but con- 
structive. It shows we have very 
little imagination for preparing 
thig lovely vegetable. Our first 
difficulty is to preserve the clean, 
red color.: The color pigment in 
beets, called anthrocyanins, turns 
to an ugly purplish color in the 
presence of alkali, There is even 
enough alkali in the water all 
over the country to affect the beet 
color unfavorably. 

Therefore an acid such ag vine- 
gar or lemon juice preserves and 
restores to @ ble extent 
the brilliant color and at the same 
time harmonizes agreeably with 
beet flavor. But remember we 
don’t have to always serve such 
beets in a clear thickened sauce. 
Numerous other seasonings and 
elaborations are possible to modify 
the form for changes that will 
prevent beets from becoming mo- 
notonous. Heer is an idea which 
should contribute to this wanted 


variation. 
Polish Beets. 
Two bunches beets (size of large 
olf balls), two tablespoons but- 
r, four tablespons lemon juice 
(one large lemon), one and one 
half teaspoons salt, three shakes 


blespoon chopped parsley or mint. 

Wash beets, remove thin peeling 
and shred on medium coarse grat- 
er. There should be four cups, 
Melt butter im saucepan, add beets, 
lemon juice, salt and pepper. Cover 
tightly and cook over very low 
heat for 30 minutes, lifting lightly 
and occasionally with a fork. Add
